Amid  a  display  of  campus  queens  and  marching 
units,  to  the  clatter  of  beating  drums,  and  44,000  noisy 
spectators,  the  Broncos  squeezed  in  one  hour  of  football 
with  the  Bears  and  came  out  on  the  short  end  of  a  34-0 
tussle. 

In  the  battle  of  the  "deeps  and  shallows"  the 
Broncos  kept  the  tide  from  going  out  in  the  first  quar- 
ter which  found  Santa  Clara  statistically  superior.

In  sustaining  their  third  loss  against  powerful  Pa- 
cific Coast  Conference  opposition  Santa  Clara  with- 
ered in  the  120°  heat  of  the  Los  Angeles  Coliseum  and 
bowed  to  UCLA's  Bruins  44-17,  chiefly  on  the  grounds 
of  a  Bruin  19-point  fourth-quarter  splurge. 

UCLA  opened  the  scoring  with  Cameron  passing  29 
yards  to  Ernie  Stockert  but  Santa  Clara  went  ahead  at 
7-6  on  Johnny  Pasco's  flat  pass  to  Gern  Nagler,  a  14- 
yard  paydirt  play  which  was  the  first  lead  of  the  sea- 
son though  last  of  the  game  for  the  Missionites.

Finishing  1951  football  in  fine  style  Santa  Clara 
rolled  to  a  four-touchdown  halftime  lead  over  Mar- 
quette's Hilltoppers  and  coasted  thereafter  to  an  im- 
pressive 27-14  victory.  Unleashing  more  offensive 
power  than  had  been  seen  all  season  the  Broncos 
notched  their  point  total  of  27  in  the  first  half  as  John 
Pasco  hit  receivers  Gern  Nagler,  Dick  Wiborn,  and  Del 
Rasmussen  for  touchdowns,  with  Jack  Kaplan  running 
10  yards  around  end  for  the  fourth.
